With respect to claim 20, the proposed amendment addressed the issue set forth in the FINAL Office action but in so doing created new 
1 1 2 issues. For example, the newly added "forming an opening through the coating" should read something like, -forming a second 
opening through the second coated substrate-. Regarding applicants arguments pertaining to Asai, for example with respect to claim 19, 
applicant argues that because layers 6 and 7 of Asai overlie plug 5, Asai cannot teach or suggest joining two nubs from different 
substrates. The examiner notes layers 6 and 7 of Asai are conductive layers. As such when Asia removes the conductive coating from a 
face of the dielectric substrate Asia meets the claimed step of "removing at least a portion of the surface of the conductive coating on at 
least one face of the first dielectric substrate to form a first nub of conductive material.; Regarding claim 1 , see following figures.
